Marin's county board of supervisors got an administrative 
overhaul yesterday afternoon as Chairman T. Fred Bagshaw’s 
10-point program was approved in full and two other items 
tentatively added. 
Bagshaw said he hoped his plan would end much adminis­ 
trative inefficiency, place each department under a definite com­ 
mittee head to whom the department can turn with its problems, 
and activate the committee system, which had been working in 
effectively in recent years.

Several hundred Novato residents 
crowded the Novato Community 
House last night to have their say 
about the incorporation of their 
town. 
All had a lot to say, *nd 
got it said. Hie rest will wait at 
least until next Monday evening 
when a second mass meeting will be 
held. 
But everyone learned a lot about 
incorporation last night 
Three speakers, «01 experienced 
In municipal government, explain­ 
ed the various phases of the prob­ 
lem of incorporation. 
Col. EL M. Treusch, president of 
Novato Community 
Incorporated 
which sponsored the meeting, pre­ 


sided over the lively session and 
had plenty of use for the loud 
sounding gavel 
he came 
armed 
with. 
PIANO SELECTIONS 
Col. Treusch explained at the 
opening of the meeting, which was 
preceded by two piano selections 
by Mrs. Jack Bagshaw and Mrs. 
Charles Heustis, that it had been 
called in order to help all residents 
of the Novato area to better under­ 
stand the question of incorporation. 
"I am reminded of the quotation 
from the book of Job,” Col Treusch, 
said, " ‘He multiplied words, know­ 
ing nothing.’ I have tried to avoid 
that attitude.” 
First speaker was Seibert Leej 


Sefton. 
president of the Marin 
County Associated Chambers of 
Commerce who gave a history of 
municipal government, and an e 
planatian of the types of govern­ 
ment that apply to Novato. 
Sefton explained how California 
cities grew from the first Spanish 
pueblos. He pointed out when Cali­ 
fornia became a state the legisla­ 
ture had strong controls over cities, 
but with the adoption of the con­ 
stitution of 1869, lost its poster to 
make special laws governing spe­ 
cific cities. 
Sef ton said Novato would become 
a sixth class city if it were in­ 
corporated, because its population 
would place it in that category, the 


smallest class. 
A sixth class city has a town 
council, city clerk, and treasurer 
elected, and other appointive of­ 
ficers such as police and fire de­ 
partments, city judge, city attorney, 
street superintendent. 
The 
council 
has 
very 
wide 
powers, Sefton said, and can regu­ 
late almost everything within ito 
boundaries. 
Sefton 
touched 
upon 
charter 
cities, but said Novato could not 
become a charter city until after 
it had become an incorporated city. 
One advantage of the sixth class 
designation, he mentioned, was the 
speed with which the state legis­ 
lature keeps up with changing con- 


ditions and changes the laws gov­ 
erning cities under its control. 
A charter city, such as San Ra­ 
fael he said, is controlled to a great 
extent by its residents. 
Another advantage of its incor­ 
poration, Sefton said, is that the 
city planning commission is able to 
keep up with local problems much 
easier than the county planning 
commission which often ignores 
specific conditions in small com- 
munties. 
San Rafael City Manager Ray 
Boege gave some of the reasons why 
cities Incorporate themselves. 
An unincorporated area, Boege 
said, is dependent upon the county 
board of supervisors tor its 


ment, and many cities have become 
incorporated because they were not 
able to get the supervisors to recog­ 
nize their problems. 
He also detailed the inadequacy 
of services provided by the county 
as another reason for becoming a 
city. _ Boege mentioned fire, sew­ 
age, police, streets, and water sup­ 
ply as some services that are 
often administered better by a city 
than by-the county. 
Thirdly, Boege pointed to a bet­ 
ter control over public health, mor­ 
als and traffic problems than is 
permitted cities over unincorporated 
areas.

Earth Dam Cost Set 
At $235,000,000 


Putting railroad tracks on the proposed San Rafael-Richmond 
bridge would increase its cost from $54,000,000 to $120,000,000, 
the state Department of Public Works estimated today. And to 
tie the proposed crossing into the Reber plan (that is, construct 
a mole fill crossing from McNear’s Point to Point San Pablo) 
‘would cost $235,000,000. 


The figures were released by C. H. Purcell, director of the 
public works department, in a letteii to Assemblyman Richard 
H. McCollister. McCollister has a bill in the legislature calling 
for a study of rails and the Reber plan in collection with the 
bridge. It was stalled when Governor Warren refused to grant 
it emergency status. 
Declaring that the figures are tentative and “altogether 
preliminary in nature,** Purcell pointed out that the consulting 
engineers who decided on the feasibility of a bridge said financing - 
of $54,000,000 is “approximately the maximum that it will be 
possible to raise on a toll revenue*

Structure lengthened from 21,500 
feet to 23900 to accomplish this 
change. 
Widen center to center of trusses 
of bridge from 34 and 42 feet to 48 
feet.

Steel in superstructure increased 
for heavier dead and live loads. 
Piers increased in width to ac­ 
comodate wider trusses and heavier 
loads. 
Connection of rails OH bridge to 
railheads in San Rafael and Rich­ 
mond. 
PRESENT PLAN 
Cost of the bridge as presently 
planned would be $46,000,000 for 
construction and $8,000,000 for in­ 
terest during construction, financ­ 
ing and reserves, a total of $54,- 
000,000. 
Cost with the railroad included 
would be $101,000,000 with $19,000,000 
in interest and other charges for 
the $120,000,000 total. 
Construction time would be one 
year longer (five years) with the 
rails than without. 
The picture was even more gloomy 
as to tying the bridge in with the 
Reber plan. Raab based his esti­ 
mates for a fill across San Pablo 
Strait, where the Reber plan pro­ 
poses a fill, on the state’s Salt 
Water Barrier Report of 1929. At 
that time there had been planned a 
fill which would carry two rail­ 
road tracks, one 30-foot roadway, 
locks for water-borne traffic and 
lift spans with 135-foot 
vertical 
clearance over the lock. 
Estimated cost of this project in

Eisenhower’s plane arrived from 
Frankfurt in weather so cloudy that 
it had to circle Orly field for an 
hour before making a radio-con­ 
trolled landing. 
Before he left Frankfurt, where 
he had encouraged West Germans 
to agree to rearmament, the At­ 
lantic Pact commander absolved the 
"great majority" of German officers 
and soldiers of Nasi war-time 
crimes. He made his bid for friend­ 
ship despite his earlier conviction 
that the Allies had been faced in 
World War II "by a completely evil 
conspiracy with which no compro­ 
mise could be tolerated." 
Upon Eisenhower’s arrival at his 
headquarters in the Astoria Hotel, 
Communists immediately demon­ 
strated against him and urged him 
to go home. The Communist party 
called for a mass demonstration at 
6 p.m. tomorrow in front of the 
hotel and the French government 
threatened mass arrests. 
In his search for men and arms 
for his International Army, Eisen­ 
hower visite 1 nine Atlantic Pact 
capitals and Germany. Here Is what 
Eisenhower found ready for him and 
what was promised him: 
United States—Two divisions in 
Germany now and two more by 
summer. Total—four. 
Great Britain—Two and one-third 
divisions in Germany now. Two 
more within the next three months. 
Total—Four and one-third. 
France—Three divisions in Ger­ 
many now. Two more soon. Total by 
summer—Five. 
Belgium—One division in Ger­ 
many now. Another division soon. 
Total by mid-1951—two. A third is 
promised by the end of the year. 
Holland—No divisions now. Three 
promised eventually, but little pros­ 
pect they will be ready this year. 
Denmark—A 1,000-man combat 
team In Germany now. Efforts will 
be made to increase its size to 4,000 
men.Norway—A 4,000-man brigade In 
Germany now. No Increases prom­ 
ised.Portugal—No divisions now and 
none promised. 
Italy—Three divisions promised 
immediately. 
Eisenhower also hopes for 150,000 
Germans to be included In his army. 


Marshall Says MacArihur Needs 


15,000 Replacements Each Month 


INDEPENDENT-JOURNAL, Tues., Jan. 23, 1951 
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WASHINGTON (A3*—Secretary of 
Defense Marshall said today the 
UJS. troops under General MacAr- 
thur need 15,000 replacements a 
month and it will be April before 
his divisions are built up to "nor­ 
mal strength." 
Marshall testified at hearings by 
the House Armed Services commit­ 
tee on the Defense Department's re­ 
quest for universal military service 
and training for 18 year olds. 
The department also asks that the 
length of service by drafted men lie' 
extended from 21 months to 27. 
Marshall, noting the military man­ 
power goal is 3,462,000 by June 30, 
said “we will have to increase our 
forces beyond this strength if the 
situation worsens." 
The defense secretary cited Mac- 
Arthur’s needs for replacements and 
the possibility of an increase in the 
military manpower goal as reasons 
for extending the draft to 18 year 
olds. At present, the draft reaches 
only men aged 19 to 26. 
Marshall said that when the 
Korean campaign began last June, 
Mac Arthur had in Japan four di­ 
visions at about half strength. 
He said MacArthur made the 


“very courageous decision" to put 
30,000 South Koreans Into the 
ranks of the American divisions. 
Thus, he said, “we had to de­ 
pend on men who had three weeks 
training or no training at all" and 
to the tune of about 36 per cent of 
division strength. 
He said that when he took over 
last fall as Secretary of .Defense' 
these American units were still 20 
per cent shot in American man­ 
power. 
It was Marshallts second trip to 
the Capitol to urge universal mill- j 
tary training and service. He al­ 
ready has urged it on the Senate 
preparedness subcommittee. 
The Senate group, headed by 
Senator Lyndon Johnson (D-Tex.), 
has had two weeks of hearings but 
was in recess today. Marshall was 
the first witness at the opening of 
House hearings.

Marguerite Church, Congresswoman, Is An Astute Politician 


By JANE EADS 
WASHINGTON—Mrs. Marguerite 
Church, new Republican congress­ 
woman from the Illinois 10th Dis­ 
trict, surveyed the ancient furnish­ 
ings in her office on Capitol Hill. 
“Those chairs” — she pointed to 
two worn, bulky, black leather ones 
—“must be as old as Congress.” 
But though her suite in the Old 
House office building (assigned to 
freshman congressmen) isn’t as ele­ 
gant as that of her late husband, 
Ralph Church, who died last spring 
after serving in Congress 13 years, 
Mrs. Church is proud to be “Rep. 
Church.” 
An active figure in congressional 
circles and retiring president of the 
Congressional club, made up of 
wives of members of Congress, Airs. 
Church has the high respect of her 


late husband’s colleagues. She is as 
astute a politician as was her hus­ 
band and is an accomplished pub­ 
lic speaker. She once coached the 
Wellesley College debating team; 
taught public speaking; made 
paign speeches during election years 
for the Republican National com 
mittee. All this held her In good 
stead when she started her own 
campaign last June, traveling about 
in her car over the country, averag­ 
ing 17 speeches a week. 
“I got so steamed up,” she told 
me, “one day I went two and one- 
half miles too far north and found 
myself campaigning in Wisconsin, 
piled up the highest plurality, 
91,563, of any candidate in any dis­ 
trict where there has been a con­ 
test since 1942 and I’m told I have 
been e x c e e d e d only 15 times 


throughout the entire country. You 
know 17 men wanted the job.** 
Mrs. Church, mother of three chil­ 
dren, would like to see more “edu­ 
cational curiosity” In women. She 
believes they must be aroused to a 
more active interest in government 
and world affairs. 
“This is no time for any woman 
to stand on the sidelines. She must 
realize that politics is her life” she 
said, “and . . . that the only way she 
can get national expression of her 
own wishes is through a national 
action that is actually controlled by 
politics. Women have to begin at 
the precinct level and, once having 
made a choice of the principles In 
which they believe, must elect of­ 
ficers who will be bound to volet 
those convictions for them.”

107 Years Of Service 
• Thii week marks the 107th birthday of the 
Y. M.C.A. It is unlikely that when 12 men 
met together in London in 1844 to form them­ 
selves into what they called The Young Men's 
Christian Association, that they foresaw what 
they were starting. 
Today the Y is in operation in 74 countries. 
Its red triangle is a welcome friendly sign from 
Alaska to Ethiopia. . 
This year marks the second century of service 
by the Y.M.C.A. to American youth. Today, 
as during the past one hundred years, the pri­ 
mary purpose of the k. M» C» A. remains un­ 
changed to bring young people into a more 
wholesome unit of body, mind, and spirit. 
In Marin county the Y program serves high 
school, junior high school and college youth 
during the school year, and younger boys in its 
summer camps, rendering a real guidance to 
boys and girls in the field of character building. 
We congratulate the Y.M. C. A. on its 100th 
birthday in America, and as it crosses the thresh- 
hold of its second century we wish it every suc­ 
cess in accomplishing its purpose of creating a 
world-wide fellowship which develops Christian 
personality and builds a Christian society. 


Help For Indians 
In bettering the lot of American Indians, as 
with any other underdeveloped group, the most 
important agency to be promoted is education. 
The physical environment of* the older tribal 
members can be improved somewhat, but their 
mental habits and attitudes are likely to be 
fairly rigid. It is with the children and the 
young peopl^ that the greatest hope of a better 
future rests. 
The congressional move nearly a year ago to 
authorize a ten-year improvement program for 
tH Navajo and Hopi tribes has already brought 
progress. Some of the hoped-for new buildings 
for hospitals and schools perhaps must be fore­ 
gone for the present, owing to government 
curtailment of non-defense construction. The 
buildings now In use are being improved, how­ 
ever, and new equipment installed. Boarding 
schools for Indian children living in isolated 
districts are being expanded. Public health 
projects are bfing pushed and tuberculosis, a 
major scourge among these Indians, is the object 
of a concerted attack. Employment conditions 
are improving on the reservations and some 
tribesmen, properly trained, are employed in 
aircraft plants and ammunition depots. 
* The dependent attitude of the reservation 
Indian somehow must be changed to one which 
wants not paternalistic care but a chance for 
independent action. Future generations may 
achieve this attitude, if proper help is given now. 


Automatic Telephoning 
A device has been invented which will auto­ 
matically time long distance telephone calls, 
both making a record of the exact time and noti­ 
fying the talkers, at intervals, of the time they 
have used. 
This will probably be a boon for people who 
have disputes with the telephone company over 
the length of their calls. But what the world 
really needs, along this line, is a gadget which 
will automatically notify us when that busy line 
is no longer busy.

Stone Of Scone Wasn't, But

NEW YORK (/P)—“Should i hold onto that 
#E* bond or cash it?" Many million persons are 
asking that today. Each will have to decide for 
himself, for there is a wide difference of opinion 
among the “financial expejts” as to just how 
attractive Secretary of the Treasury Snyder's new 
offer is. 
Some think the interest you’ll get is as good 
as you can do elsewhere—if you’re an ordinary 
citizen with just average financial judgment, and 
taking the matter of risk into consideration. 
Some see as attractive the fact that you can 
put off for 10 years paying income taxes on the 
interest you’ll be getting. 
Some stress the value to the nation of curbing 
inflation through saving—that is, holding onto 
and buying more government bonds. 


OTHERS DOUBT if bóndholders will find 
Snyder’s 2.9 per cent interest rate offer attractive 
—many had hoped for \ higher rate as an incen­ 
tive for government bond purchasing. 
But others think that the main thing isn’t the 
amount of interest you'll be getting, but just 
how much purchasing power the dollar will have 
when you get it back after another 10 years. 
They are'of the opinion that the chances of the 
dollar’s gaining in purchasing power, or even 
holding its own, are pretty poor as long as the 
defense program - and the threat of further 
warfare—continue. 
Snyder hopes you will hold onto your bonds. 
Details of his plan aren’t announced yet, but 
here’s what he appears to be offering you: 


TEN YEARS A S O 


Pacific coast, and especially Ma­ 
rin county, was experiencing a 
sudden and tremendous new 
growth under impetus of a $3,000,- 
000,000 defense program west of 
the Rockies.

Watch Out For Signs 
Of Deafness In Your 
Young Children 


We are too prone to regard 
deafness, particularly if it occurs 
In early life, as Inevitable and 
hence neglect many of the steps 
which might be taken to guard 
against it. As a matter of fact, it 
is possible to make an early diag­ 
nosis of many disorder* which 
later lead to deafness. When this 
is done and treatment begun at 
once, serious damage to the ears 
may often be prevented. 
Even thori types of deafness 
which are present at birth could 
largely be prevented since so many 
of them are due either to infections 
in the mother while the child is 
still in the womb, or result from 
the use of certain drugs dbring 
pregnancy. Great care should be 
exercised in the selection of drugs 
given the expectant mother anti 
she should also be protected from 
infections of all kinds.

IONA, Scotland (U.R)—The dust 
of MacBeth and Duncan is mingl­ 
ing with that of “Lachlan McLean, 
Merchant” in this tiny Island’s 
historic cemetery. 
This is Scotland's Westminster 
Abbey. One school of Scottish his­ 
torians maintains the Stone of 
Scone was brought here from Ire­ 
land before It was taken to Scone. 
Scotland’s first king was crown­ 
ed here on the stohe and kings 
and highland chieftains are buried 
here. From here St. Columba’s 
missionaries went forth to preach 
the gospel. 
Scots boast that nowhere In the 
world is the soil so rich In the 
dust of princes and prelates who 


lie in the sama cemetery with 
local dead¡ 
Many Scots would like to see 
the coronation stone, stolen from 
Westminster Abbey on Christmas 
day, returned here. 
Almost any kind of stone is wel­ 
come here. Tradition says visitors 
to IOna must bring along some 
stones to be used in the recon­ 
struction of St. Columba’s Abbey. 
This correspondent contributed 
three small stones from the near­ 
by island of Mull and they were 
cemented into the building. There 
was speculation as to whether the 
same thing had happened to the 
stolen Stone of Scone. 
But, In case Scotland Yard is 
interested a check by this cor­ 
respondent found no trace of the 
stone on Iona. , 
Still, the people of Iona aren’t 
too greatly concerned about the 
Stone of Scone as long as they 
have the “Well of Eternal Youth” 
and the “Clach Brath ” 
The Clach Brath Is a stone, 
too. It tells when the world is 
going to end.

The rather bitter and wholly untenable opposition 
to efforts of many property owners in Marin County 
to secure reasonable protection against deer depreda­ 
tion prompts this reply. Opponents claim that the 
welfare of the deer and hunter, danger to human life 
and fire hazard require the property owner to con­ 
tinue to suffer extensive damage and destruction. 
The California Fish and Game Commission, author­ 
ized guardians of game, recently made a compre­ 
hensive survey of the deer problem in Mt. Tamalpais 
Refuge. Their representatives, recognized experts in 
the field of game management, found an overpopula­ 
tion of deer, complicated by poor and Inadequate 
forage. As a result, not only have owners had their 
property despoiled, but the .deer themselves have suf- 
fered from disease and malnutrition. The survey also 
conclusively established that the damage to property 
Is widespread—not confined to a few. 
The welfare bf the hunter—the taking of deer for 
•port—warrants only secondary consideration. Never­ 
theless, not only our state authorities but those of 
other states as well have determined that controlled 
taking of the deer under conditions similar to those 
prevailing In Mt. Tamalpais Refuge, will benefit the 
hunter as well as the deer. 
Fire hazard and danger to humans is the most 
appealing and meritorious contention. Obviously, the 
argument is an Indictment of deer hunting anywhere. 
The commission proposes to eliminate the deer surplus 
under conditions that will reduce these hazards to a 
minimum—well below those mated during deer season 
In areas open for hunting. Hunters will be restricted 
in number and closely supervised through the means 
of a control point and an adequate number of patroll­ 
ing game wardens. The hunt will be confined to an 
uninhabited area of the refuge, and during an off 
season for hikers, riders and picnickers. I understand 
there is a possibility professional hunters may be 
employed in lieu of a restricted on controlled hunt, 
dependent on legislative authority. In either case, 
deer damage will be alleviated and the overall condi­ 
tion of the deer bettered. 
Ftacea have been suggested as the answer. The 
remedy is demonstrably ineffective and impractical. 
They do not keep the deer out. Partial relief only is 
afforded where the fence is so high a# to constitute 
an ugly blot on the landscape. Moreover, the cost of 
fencing Is prohibitive for many. 
I*t’i be fair and reasonable. All the property owner 
wants is reasonable protection. Give him the same 
consideration extended to the hikers, riders, picnickers 
and hunters.

SOMEWHERE IN KOREA (JPh- 
“I haven’t exactly been on a Sun­ 
day school picnic,” said the ser­ 
geant as he put the newspaper 
down. 
He had Just read of a Defense 
Department proposal to give “haz­ 
ard pay” to soldiers and marines 
who were “in front of regimental 
headquarters” in the Korean war. 
Under this plan, Master Sgt. 
Olln Wilkinson, of Port Townsend, 
Wash., and San Diego, Calif., would 
receive no such battle bonus, for 
he is with the headquarters com­ 
pany of the 23rd infantry regi­ 
ment of the 2nd division. 
(In drafting legislation for com­ 
bat bonus pay, the Def ense Depart­ 
ment anticipated Sgt. Wilkinson's 
complaint. The proposed bill would 
go both to troops engaged in direct 
battle with the enemy—as the 
sergeant was—and to other men 
who serve in immediate support of 
combat forces. Further the bill 
stipulates that all servicemen killed 
or injured while In actual combat 
or In direct support action would 
be entitled to the pay regardless of 
their period of combat duty. Those 
who are not casualties must have 
at least six days of combat In any 
month to qualify.) 
Yet the regimental command 
post where Wilkinson serves as 
operations sergeant has been under 
repeated attack in Korea and he 
haa won both the Silver Star and 
the Bronze Star for valor is com­ 
bat. 
Furthermore, the command post 
has suffered 40 per cent combat 
casualties since the division landed 
In Korea in August. 
“Maybe that doesn't add up to 
hazardous duty,” Wilkinson said, 
“but I don’t think any of those

“Last August our regimental CP 
was in the very froát line defense 
of Taegu.

“Three days later,” Wilkinson 
went on, “'our COP was under Blit Cops OfejtCf 
fire at Anui—shell fire that was 
so intense it killed six officers and 
wounded 25 officers and men in 
one hour.”

NEXT STEP 
Tht next step in the prevention 
of deafness comes at the ago 
when the common diseases of 
childhood are rife. Scarlet fever, 
mumps, whooping cough, and 
measles can all cause deafness, 
but today, with all the modern 
methods of immunization and 
treatment, none of them should. 
All youngsters should be pro­ 
tected against whooping cough by 
injections of whooping cough vac­ 
cine.Should whooping cough occur, 
prompt treatment with what is 
known as hyper-immune serum 
and some of the antibiotic drugs 
may prevent complications that 
lead to ear damage. Hyper-immune 
serum is blood serum taken from 
persons who have receive! repeated 
Injections of whooping cough vac­ 
cine. 


Mumps may be responsible for 
total deafness by infecting either 
the ear or the brain. Convalescent 
serum, that is, blood serum taken 
from a person who has recently 
reoovered from mumps, given 
early in the disease, may be help- 
Jul in preventing these complica­ 
tions. Of course, the child should 
be kept at rest in bed until the 
mumps subside. 
Certain complications of mea­ 
sles. such as inflamation of the 
brain or lining membrane over 
the brain, may also lead to de­ 
struction of the hearing. In a 
child, particularly one under three 
years of age, the giving of that 
part of the protein in the blood 
known as gamma globulin, may 
help to reduce the severity of the 
attack. 
Perhaps the most common cause 
of deafness in childhood i* the 
disorder known as otosclerosis. 
This is a condition which runs in 
families. Severe illness, glandular 
disturbances and emotional dis­ 
orders may be contributing causes 
for this condition—that is, may 
tend to bring it on. Thus, if these 
things are prevented deafness may 
not develop. 
Even colds, when they are long 
continued, may cause some loss 
of hearing. For this reason, If no 
other, colds should be treated by 
a doctor who will have in mind 
the serious complications to be 
avoided. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
R. L. G.: Could dizziness be 
caused by nervousness? 
Answer: Dizziness is not likely 
to be due to nervousness in itself. 
There are, however, many causes 
of dizziness, such as digestive dis­ 
orders or disturbances of the eyes, 
the inner ear, the nervous system, 
or other similar conditions. 
A thorough study by the physi­ 
cian is necessary to find the cause; 
then the proper treatment may be 
Instituted.

'Extinct* Volcano Erupt* 
In Blast Lika A-Bomb; 
20 Villages Wiped Out 


CANBERRA, Australia (A*>—Aus 
tralia’a external territories depart 
ment announced today that 4,000 
persons were killed or injured in the 
eruption last Thursday of Mt. Lam- 
ington, In New Guinea's equatorial 
jungle. 
The department did not break 
down its casualty figure into dead 
and Injured. 
Latest reports from the govern­ 
ment secretary at Fort Moresby, 8 
Lonergan, said the major erup 
tion of the ‘‘extinct" volcano ap 
peared to have subsided* 
The casualty estimate came from 
Ivsn Champion, director of district 
services in New Guinea. Other of­ 
ficial messages said at least one 
European was dead and 34 still were 
not accounted for. 
Col. J. K. Murray, government ad­ 
ministrater for New Gulneá, sent 
this message after an air survey of 
the Mt. Lamington area: 
"In 20 village» no people were 
seen. Houses were wrecked and 
trees denuded by ths blast. Ground 
parties aro going out Tuesday to 
contact the native Injured and bury 
the dead." 
With poor communications on the 
big island north of Australia re­ 
tarding reports and rescue opera­ 
tions, the only other known dead 
officially reported were 22 New 
Guineans. 
The eruptions produced an “atom 
bomb" effect, one eyewitness said, 
and layers of volcanic ash hampered 
efforts of rescue workers to reach 
the scene. Airline pilots said an 
ashen cloud 100 miles in diameter 
flattened out at 40,000 feet. A^hes 
sifted one inch deep on the streets 
of Fort Moresby. 
Lamington began to erupt Thurs­ 
day. Six major blasts were reported 
between then and yesterday. 
Champion said the entire northern 
face of the mountain was blown 
away. Though steam and smoke 
were still pouring from the gaping 
hole today, he reported he believed 
the volcano was cooling off. 
The mountain is in the heart of 
the jungle, not far from the Kokoda 
trial, over the Owen Stanley moun­ 
tains, along which Australians and 
Americans fought the Japanese 
early in World War I I . 
Around ife base were a few dozen 
New Guinean villages and a few 
mission stations—Church of Eng­ 
land, Roman Catholic and Seventh 
Day Adventist. Survivors were 
brought out from an airstrip nine 
miles from the volcano. 
Sixty-eight Europeans reportedly 
were in the area when the moun 
tain blew up. t 
White settlers know Lamington’* 
four peaks aa the "Marx Brothers." 
To the New Guineans it is known 
as ‘The Spirit" mountain because 
of a tale handed down through gen­ 
erations that it once belched smoke. 
The eruptions of the past few days, 
however, are the first in the mem­ 
ory of whites in the area. 


7-Pronged Smog 
Attack Proposed

SACRAMENTO (*)—A seven- 
-pronged attack on smog and 
other air pollution problems is 
envisaged in the legislative as­ 
sembly. 
The campaign was launched 
by Assemblyman R andal F. 

His seven 
bills provide for: 
Regional control of air pol­ 
lution but allowing existing 
county set-ups to retsin appro­ 
priate jurisdiction. 
More rigid enforcement pow­ 
ers over a particular industrial 
discharge. 
Submission of reports by in­ 
dustries on the nature and 
quantity of discharges: these re­ 
ports to be certified by register­ 
ed engineers.

But the senate and assembly— 
with adjournment set for 10 o’clock 
tonight—started off the scheduled 
final day some $4,200,000 apart. 
The \issembly had approve* 
$8,700,000 for an average 10 per cent 
salary boost for all 50,000 people In 
the state service. 
The senate finance committee cut 
the amount baek to the original 
$4,500,000 proposed by Governor 
Warren. 
He said state workers 
haven't had a general pay increase 
since October, 1948. 
The committee heeded legislative 
auditor A. Alan Post in adopting the 
lower figure and shooting the bill 
on to the upper house floor. It was 
part of his call for economy in state 
spending during the national emer­ 
gency. 
The 120 lawmakers had other 
things to think about as they pack­ 
ed up and got ready to go home 
after 16 days of bill-writing: 
1—The George H. McLain legis­ 
lative initiative to liberalize the aged 
aid program. Blocked in the senate 
t is headed for a decision by Cali­ 
fornia voters. 
2—A $1,500,000 appropriation for 
flood damage repair. The senate 
passed the bill yesterday and rush­ 


ed It to the assembly for final action 
today, 
3—And over 4,000 bills that will be 
waiting for the legislature when ft 
comes back from the recess March 
12. 
New bills included proposal to: 
Levy an unspecified tax on vend 
ing machine cigarettes. 
Tighten regulation of health in 
surance associations to get after 
bogus operators. 
Wipe out the loyalty oath for pub­ 
lic employees by requiring them to 
take the oath for state constitution­ 
al officers. 
Set up a civil liberties defense 
commission to require registration of 
advocates of totalitarian govern 
ment. 
There were also bills to carry out 
portions of McLain’s pension pro­ 
gram If his initiative measure gets 
dumped. 
The legislature has 40 days to act 
on a legislative initiative such as 
McLain's. It can enact the proposal 
into law. If it' turns the measure 
down, or rejects it and offers an 
alternative plan, it automatically 
goes op the next ballot.

With gate receipts falling off and 
the draft seizing star*pep school 
performers, Brown’s price made the 
school shudder—but not the alumni.

Since 1947 Frankenstein has been 
at work on a book about William 
Harnett, a once famous American 
painter. His research led to the dis­ 
covery that only about one-third of 
the pictures credited to Harnett 
were actually by him, and the re­ 
maining two-thirds were forgeries 
signed with fake signatures. In the 
great majority of cases Franken­ 
stein was able to discover who the 
real painters were, with the result 
that now he Is writing a book about 
not one but 20 artists and is re­ 
viving an entire school of American 
painters where only one was known 
before. 
“All this fits neatly Into a con­ 
sideration of art in today’s world,” 
Frankenstein says, “because it was 
modem taste that recognized Har­ 
nett and led to his revival; the whole 
thing is a study in the relations of 
the present and the past in terms 
of art appreciation ” 
In his lecture Frankenstein will 
use slides to illustrate the nature of 
his detective work by which he dis­ 
covered the forgeries and Identified 
the real painters. 
The speaker has been art and 
music critic of the Chronicle for the 
past 16 years, has taught at Mills 
College, Stanford University and the 
University of California. He is a 
graduate of the University of Chi­ 
cago and taught there for three 
years before moving to San Fran- 
cisoo to accept his present position.

London Papers Say 
Britain Now Making 
Plutonium For Bombs 


S.R. Man Is Named 


Manager Of S.F. 


Insurance Agency 


LONDON m —A\l London morn­ 
ing newspapers carried a report to­ 
day that Britain is now making 
plutonium, used in manufacture of 
the atom bomb.. 
The ministry of supply, which 
runs Britain's big atomic program 
was mum on the story. 
“We can make no comment at all 
on that,” a spokesman said. 
The press stories said plutonium 
was being made on a big scale. The 
first of two atomic piles at Sella- 
field, Cumberland, went into oper­ 
ation over the week-end, they said. 
These piles extract plutonium from 
Uranium. 
The Harwell Experimental Sta­ 
tion has already turned out some 
small supplies of plutonium but it 
is enough only for research.
